“There is another view even 
more appalling. A commission set 
up for one purpose is found exer- 
cising its powers for a different 
purpose.

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PINGHOT CHARGES: 
POWER TRUST 
CONTROLS SENATE 


Vote on Walsh Resolution, 
He Says, Shows Com- 
plete Subserviency to the 
Electric Monopoly. 


By CHARLES G, ROSS, 
Chief Washington Correspondent of 

the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—For- 
mer Gov. Gifford Pinchot of Penn- 
sylvania declared in a statement 
yesterday that the vote on the 
Walsn resolution for a Senate in- 
quiry of electric power combines 
proved the complete subserviency 
of the United ctates Senate to the 
power trust. 


“The vote,” said Pinchot, “is a 
‘clear-cut answer to this question: 
“Is a majority of the Senate of 
the United States for the power 
trust against the people, or for the 
people against the power trust? 

“The 46 Senators who voted to 
kill the Walsh resolution by send- 
ing it to the Federal Trade Com- 
mission have supplied the answer. 


An Anti-People Majority. 
“We know now that the elee- 
tric monopolists control a majority 


of the Senate. Mellon Democrats 
and Mellon Republicans joined to 
make up this bi-partisan, pro-cor- 
poration, anti-people majority. 
Robinson of Arkansas, the leader 
of the Democratic side, voted with 
Curtis of Kansas, the leader on the 
Republican side. Both voted the 
way the monopolists wanted them 
to vote. 

“I invite every citizen to ex- 
amine the roll call, to note and 
remember to whom honor is due 
as a friend of the people, and on 
whom shame should fall as a bond- 
servant of the power interests. 

“Especially, the people ought to 
know how Senators, who have their 
cye on the presidency, voted on this 
resolution, and how the supporters 
of candidates not In the Senate 
voted on it, also. One of the prin- 
cipal forces in killing the Walsh 
resolution was presidential politics, 
including past and future presiden- 
tial campaign contributions by 
power interests to both parties.

capital of the Inland Waterways

Gen. Ashburn, executive head of | 
the corporation and therefore in | 
charge of Federal barge lines on | 
the Upper and Lower Mississippi 
and Warrior Rivers, said the $10,- | 
000,000 would permit a virtual | 
doubling of the lines’ efficiency. 

Export grain traffic has been | 
among the worst handicapped by 
the lines’ lack of equipment, a 
lack which has roused hundreds 
of protests from shippers through- | 
out the Mississippi Valley. A re- | 
cent survey by the Department of | 
Commerce reported that the serv- | 
ice was equipped to handle less | 
than one-fifth of available traffic. | 
It earried onjy 1,251,276 tons in, 
1927. whereas 6,995,424 tons could | 
have been carried, “equipment be- | 
ing ample and service satisfactory.” |

But alimeny 
in the sense of a pension to a 
healthy, childless divorcee seems 
to us just a hangover from the 
days when some man must sup- 
port every woman because she had 
neither training nor opportunity to 
support herself. As an Englist 
Judge observed, not long ago, “the 
rules drawn up when woman was 
an economic slave still exist when 
woman claims to be an economic 
equal.” 
Although alimony often burdens 
& man unjustly, it isn’t his case 
which we chiefly take to heart. 
It's the case of the woman who 
demands and devours alimony. We 
hate to think that any member of 
our sex has 80 little self-respect, 
and is so ready to cast a slur on 
the modern woman's ‘ability and 
willingness to stand on her own 
feet. 
For heaven's sake, why shouldn't 
a young woman be willing to con- 
tract out on alimony before she 
marries? Such an agreement would 
indicate that she was not marrying 
for what she could get out of it 
financially; would imply that she 
was entering a working partner- 
ship instead of planning to work @ 
good graft. Probably she has 
earned her living before her mar- 
riage. Why should she not earn 
it again, if the marriage falls and

I am so glad that you wrote me 
for help, for the order of the pro- 
cessional as you planned it needs 
serious reconstruction. In the 
first place, it is customary for the 
groom to have a best man—indeed, 
I think that I have never been to 
a wedding at which there has not 
been a best man. But, of course, 
he is chosen by the groom, as are 
the ushers. 

First in the processional come 
the ushers, walking together, two 
by two. Then the bridesmaids, 
walking together, two by two. Then 
the ring bearer, alone. Then the 
maid of honor, walking alone. 
Next, the flower girl. Last, the 
bride and her father, or whoever 
is to present her in marriage. 

With the units that you have 
named, this is the best order and 
is according to tradition and cus- 
tom, the best custom. And you 
see, from this, that it wonld be 
vastly better for the bride to in- 
vite an even number of brides- 
maids and ushers. Then the pro- 
cessional will be balanced—a most 
important feature to make the best 
effect. 

I do not mean that there must 
be the same number of bridesmaids 
as there are ushers, for it is not 
in the best form for the ushers to 
walk with the bridesmaids, either 
in the processional or'in the reces- 
sional. Such “pairing off’ shows 
that the wedding is not according 
to the latest form. Neither do the 
best man and the maid of honor 
walk together in the recessional. 
There may, therefore, be four 
ushers and two bridesmaids, or as 
often, six or eight ushers and two 
or four bridesmaids. But the num- 
ber of both should be an even one 
—two, four, six, eight—so that 
they may walk in twos. Could the
